Brought Up On 
Charge of Arson 


Last Saturday Provincial Police 
officers Rawson and Boyers \ placed 
Clarkson Ambler under arrest charg- 
ed with setting fire to a hay stack 
on the ranch of W. Freeman about 
8 miles north of Irma. The. alleged 
fire was set on the night of Jan.2I1st. 
‘The preliminary hearing took place 
at Irma on Monday and Tuesday, 
Feb. 3rd-ang 4th before Mr. G. A 
Loades, J.P. of Viking. The crown 
produced five witnesses some. of 
whom swore that the defendant had | 
spent from around 2 4 hours going 
from his uncles place to the dance 
which was being held at Mrs. 
Printups,on the night’ of the fire. 
Also Constable Rawson. swore that 
he had measured the foot prints 
leading to and from the burned 
stack and a bluff where evidently a 
saddle horse had been tied.’ These 
foot prints were carefully compared 
with track made on the following 
day when he accompanied him over 
the same territory. In both instances 
the marks made by the shapps worn 
in the snow by the accused was very 
distinct. After carefully summing 
up the evidence:the prisoner was’ 
committed for trial at the next court 
of competent jurisdiction. Officer 
Rawson handled the case for. the 
Crown, and’Mr. Simpson of May 
and Simpson acted:for the defend- 
ant. No witnesses were called for 
the defense.

boys to return since the .armistice 
f . was signed arrived at Irma. Word 
: of his home coming arrived only a 
few hours before the train arrived, 
but a large number of his old friends 
were on the platform to receive 
him. After the boys had aJl had a 
good hand shake and most of the 
ladies a kiss, part of the crowd pro-- 
ceeded to the residence of W. B. 
Peterson, where a good supper was 
waiting. Owing to the excitement 
Billy did not have much to say 
only that he was glad to return . to 
Irma and his-old friends, especially 
the Ladies. 

Pte Stewart enlisted with the 151 
Batt.:and left with that unit the 
summer of 1916. In- England he 
was drafted to the 50th Can. Inf. 

‘Pte F. McCready, M.M., Pte F. 
‘Nash and Pte W. Clark were all in 
- the same company. In Feb. 1917 a 
German bullet hit him in the’ fore- 
head but passed out without doing 
any serious injury. He was soon 
back in the treaches taking part in 
most of the heavy fighting. In April 
1918 H@Bas awarded the Military 
Medal for conspicuous bravery un- 
der heavy fire. On October Ist 1918 
during a fierce battle he was again 
hit with a German bullet this time 
in the thigh. After this he was sent 
to England for treatment and from 
there to Canada.

The suggestion also was made. that 
a committee of the forum’ be pre- 
pared to render assistance to the gov- 
ernment; if the government’ so de- 
sired, in an endeavor to decide what 
form such legislation should take. 


The forum is still investigating the 


question of the federated - financing 
of relief agencies and a report. on 
this question-will soon be taken up.’ 
A committee has at present under 
consideration a choice of a slogan 
for the Winnipeg board of trade, ‘but 
no- decision has been made as yet.
